I New York, Sept i.M — About two htm- 
dred men emiploywl on the forty buildings 
on the S viiity-third, 8t>venty-flfth and 
Seventy bixLli streets, littltimore and 
Eleventh avenues, struck this morning, be- 
cause six or Heveii pluml)er«, w ho are non- 
union men, were allowid to work alter their 
discharge had iM-en ordered. The walking 
delegate of the Carpeiit,«<r's union, Bob Kor- 
rall, entered one of tbe l>uildliigs and was ar- 
reeted by a detective for trespassing. Ue 
waa taken to the Harlem police court aud 
paroled in custody of bis counseL Tbe 
Strikers claim to number i,ouO, but the |>ay 
roll shows only about two hundred names.
